Prevailing Sentiment 
Among Delegates Is for 
Elimination of Smith and 
McAdoo, Says Sullivan.

New York, July 5.—(Special.)— | 
On Saturday morning the notion of 
-ending the deadlock was approached 

from two ‘opposing points of view. 

The McAdoo people wanted to drop 
‘first all the candidates except five, 
' including McAdoo, Smith and the 
three leading dark horses. ‘The ob- 
vious ultimate purpose of the Mc- 
Adoo point of view was to reduce the 
list to himself and Smith. 

Wouldn’t End Deadlock. 

The trouble with this plan was that | 
it would not necessarily end the dead- 
lock, but might probably. prolong it. 
If all the candidates except McAdoo 
and Smith were eliminated, and if all 
the delegates were compelled to choose 
between these two, McAdoo would 
have about 625 votes and Smith 
about 475, assuming that the anti- 
| McAdoo delegates would stand fast, 
jand they probably would. There 
would be no two-thirds majority, and 
the deadlock would go on indefinitely, 
with McAdoo calling on the country 
to witness that since he had more 
than half he ought to get the nomina- 
tion. 3 
| The other way of ending the dead- 
‘lock was to drop both McAdoo and 
'Smith and then ballot on all the dark 
horses, including some extra ones not 
yet in the race. This commended it- 
self: to many who felt it would be the 
best way to throw overboard all the 
disadvantages to the party inherent in 
the rancorous fight that has gone on 
so long. 

It was practically universally as- 
;sumed that Smith was ready to drop 
| out if McAdoo would do the same.

New York, July 5.—(Special.)— 
After a fruitless week of deadlock 
the first determined move to. break 
it, in the interest of party harmony, 
was made this afternoon when Tom 
Taggart, democratic leader of Indi- 
ana, presented a resolution, which the 
convention adopted; providing that 
Cordell Hull, chairman of the na- 
tional committee, and Chairman 
Walsh of the convention call a con- 
ference over the week-end of repre- 
sentatives of the candidates. 

The resolution presented by Mr. 
Taggart was prepared at a conference 
held in Chairman Hull's office after 
the 76th ballot. The conference last- 
ed throughout the 77th ballot, the 
last of the day. 

All the floor managers of the can- 
diates were*in attendance. Among 
those present were Chairman Hull, 
Mr. Taggart, George Brennan, Homer 
1S. Cummings, Pat Harrison, 
Ladd Rockwell, Bruce Kremer and 
Norman Mack. 

Immediately after adupting the res 
olution the convention adjourned till 
11 o'clock Monday morning. 

Other Efforts Fail. 

Time and time before this party 
leaders had met in council in an at- 
tempt to break the death struggle 
between the two leaders, but without 
success. 

During the afternoon Mr. McAdoo’s 
managers attempted several moves to 
drive the convention to nominate him, 
but all of these failed. One of these 
was to adjourn this convention to 
another city and another was to abol- 
ish the two-thirds rule. Each vote 


until the final vote of the day, on 
the Taggart resolution, showed that 
both of the leading e¢andidates werr 
definitely out of it, and that the con- 
vention was determined to draft a 
candidate.

The chairman said the representa- 
tives of the candidates had shown 
“proper loyalty to the candidates,” but 
had also exhibited an earnest desire 
to cooperate in ap effort to solve the 
problem. 

The rule of secrecy had been im- 
posed on the conference, he added, in 
order that there might be the fullest 
and freest expression of opinion. 

The conferees, Mr. Hull continved, 
had shown “a good spirit of fellow- 
ship with no disposition to indulge 
in controversies about fndividuals.” 

Asked if he expected to have a defi- 
nite plan to present to the convention 
when it reconveneg at 11 a. m. Mon- 
day, he replied: 

“We hope so.” 

Three Conferences Today. 

It was learned that three separate 
conferences will be held tomorrow in

“We have not a right to sit down 
and eliminate candidates. Likewise, 
we are not meeting to deal out the 
nomination.

| WEEKLY REVIEW 
OF GOODS MARKET 


New York, July 5.—The decline in 
raw cotton following the government 
report showing a substantia] gain in 
the condition of the crop and a prom, 


ise of a larger yield than seemed 
probable a month ago led to price 
weakness in cloth markets. Print 
cloths and sheetings sagged off a lit- 
tle and buyers see in the report a 
further reason for hesitation in the 
placing of long term contracts until 
it is clearer whether cotton is to be 
permanently lower or not. During the 
week selling again made new prices 
on 4-4 bleached cottons, basing them 
on 13 1-2 cents for 4-4, T2x76s. On 
the new and lower basis more buasi- 
ness came forward. New prices were 
also named on striped dyed sateens 
for lingerie purposes and they also 
brought more business. Some few 
new lines of wash fabrics are being 
sold for next spring and wholesalers 
and converters are disposing of more 
of their current stocks of seasonable 
fabrics. Prices continue low and very 
irregular, and curtailment of nro- 
duction has now reached fully 35 per 
cent of the capacity of the mills. This 
is expected eventually to hold prices 
steady and by lessening the supply, 
ultimately broaden the demand. Do- 
mestics and heavy cottons have re- 
mained distinctly quiet and little im- 
provement is noted in colored cottons, 
ginghams or percales. A moderate 
amount of new business came forward 
on colored and brown cottons for ex- 


port to South American countries | 


and some hosiery was sold for ship- 
ment to Furope. Yarns 
dull.

of June, it is pointed out that serious 
signs had appeared of slackening 
trade. Figures are given showing a 
decrease of 10 per cent in production 
of basic commodities compared with 
April which was a month marked by 
slackening in trade. The value otf 
new building was off 13 per cent in 
May compared with June, and for the. 
first time showed a decrease compared 
with the corresponding period of 1923. 
Railway shipments for May were 3 
per cent smaller than for the previous 
month, department stores sales de 
clined 3 per cent compared with 1923 
and wholesale trade 6 per cent. The 
trend of commodity prices was down 
ward and so was employment. Gen- 
eral trade continued to slacken in 
June after the period covered by the 
federal reserve’ board review. Yet 
this week’s figures, covering the trend 
of average bond and stock prices for 
the full month of June, show an up- 
ward movement with new high records 
for the year in both markets being es 
tablished at the end of the month. 
With trade slackening to the point 
where the money market was flooded 
with idle funds seeking employment 
it is easy to understand why the av-

METAL REVIEW 


New York, July 5.—Little if any 
real improvement has developed in 
the steel situation during the past 
week.

There is neo 
question but that Mr. Bronner is right 
in his etatement that slowing down in 
general trade has caused cheap money, 
idle money is looking for em- 
ployment in the security markets, that’ 
this movement of idle funds into in- 
vestment securities is responsible for 
the upward price trend of stocks as 
well as bonds. There is no question 
either, but that the present level of 
the stock market is already high. But 
money borrowed in the open market 
will still show a profit when put tu 
work in investment securities, which 
means that the income return on in- 
vestment securities is still out of line 
with the earning power of money in 
the open market. Hence prices of 
siocks are likely to continue to ad- 
vance until there has been a proper 
adjustment between the money and 
security markets, 

While security prices are likely to 
eontinue to advance, the adjustments 
between the income return on invest- 
ments and the earning power of 
money in the open meney market is 
likely to be helped along by eeasonatl 
improvement in general trade which 
will take up some of the slack in the 
money market and hence advance 
money rates. In general trade circles 
there has been a_ distinctly better 
feeling for the past two weeks. The 
belief is growing that prices in many 
cases are dragging on the bottom, that 
shelves are getting bare, that there 
is no margin of profit in existine 
prices, that general trade will soon 
begin to reflect the Improvement a) 
ready witnessed in sentiment; tha’ 
with the general trade once startin:

“This is economically disastrous, but 


no less is it morally and spiritually 
disastrous. Broken farms mean 
broken homes and broken homes 
mean ruined lives. Cities are strewn 
with this human wreckage. 

“It is just as wrong for the buyer 
te purchase at an unfair price as 
it is for the vender to sell at an 
vnfair price,” he said. Speaking of 
rural economic problems, “if exploit- 
ing middlemen roils both consumer and 
agricultural producers, this consum- 
public must raise its voice in 
protest in behalf of itself and the 
farmer. Standards of justice are in-

Teachers Unite in Pratse 


Of President’s Address 


BY EMILY H. HARRISON, 

Washington, July 5.—(Special.)— 
(in all sides from teachers here in at- 
tendance upon the National Educa- 
tion association convention you 
hear only praise of President Cool- 
idge’s Fourth of July great education 
speech. 

Whether these teachers come from 
the north or the south, the east or the 
west and regardless of what may be 
their political affiliations, they all 
unite in pronouncing the president's 
speech to have been wise, straight- 
forward and fearlese. 

What he had to say about the edu- 
cation bill was what drew forth, of 
course, the loudest appiause from his 
vast teacher audience, but today the 
teachers are discussing what he said 
on other subjects that lie very near 
their hearts, such as rural education, 
a school building program, illiteracy, 
immigration, the teaching of history 
and economics in the schools, spiritual 
versus material values in education, 
and what the president said on all 
these subjects is felt to have been 
eminently wise and of far-reaching 
importance. His necessarily brief re- 
marks furnish a text for many ser- 
mons. Here are seme of his more 
significant statements: 

TEACHING DEMOCRACY 
“American ideals do not require to 
be changed so much as they require 
to beeunderstood and applied.”’ 

A WISE INVESTMENT—‘W hile 
I believe that educators are under 
obligation to expend public funds 
economically, it seems obvious that 
the recent increase in expenses for 


this purpose is a most wise invest- 
ment. Jt is impossible to conceive 
that there should be any increase in| 
agricultural products, in the produc- 
tion of manufactures, or any other in- | 
ignorance, The reaction to using the 
resources of the country to develop 
the brains of the country through 
education has always been greatly to 
Stimulate and increase the power of 
the people to produce.” 

USE .OF LEISURE—“Increased 
leisure is little more than time wasted 
in indulgence, unless an opportunity 
for real self-development and _ self- 
expression has been provided in youth 
by the cultivation of a taste for liter- 
ature, history and the fine arts.” 

PEACE WITH HONOR—‘Na- 
tional defense is a necessity and a 
virtue, but peace with honor is the 
normal, natural condition of man- 
kind and must be made the chief end 
to be sought in human relationship.” 

CHARACTER EDUCATION — 
“All of our learning and science, our 
culture and our arts, will be of little 
avail, unless they are supported by 
high character. Unless there be 
honor, truth and justice, unless ou 


material resources are supported by 
moral and spiritual resources, there 
no foundation for progress. A} 
trained intelligence can do much, but | 
there is no substitute for morality, 
character and religious convictions | 
Unless these abide,. American citizen-

ship will be found unequal to _ its 
task.” 

THE SCHOOLHOUSE BEAUTI- 
FUL—“It ought to be not only con- 
yenient, commodious and sanitary, but 
it ought to be a work of art which 
would appeal to the love of the beau- 
tiful. The schoolhouse itself ought to 
impress the scholar with an ideal, it 
ought to serve as an inspiration.” 

ILLITERACY—“Our last census 
showed nearly 14,000,000 foreign-born 
white persons residing among us, made 
up largely of those beyond school age, 
many of whom nevertheless need the 
opportunity to learn to read and 
write the English language. ‘There 
are likewise over 3,000,000 native illit- 
erates, When it is remembered that 
ignorance is the most fruitful source 
of poverty, vice and crime, it is easy 
to realize the necessity for removing 
what is a menace, not only to our 
social well-being, but to the very ex- 
istence of the republic. One of the 
chief rights of an American citizen 1s 
a right te education. The right to 
secure it must not only be provided, 
but if necessary, it must be made 
compulsory.” 

RURAL EDUCATION—‘It is in 
this connection that we are coming 
to give more attention to the rural 
and small village schools, which serve 
47 per cent of the children of the 
nation. The advent of good roads 
should do much to improve these con- 
ditions. The old one-room country 
school, such as I attended, ought to 
give way to the consolidated school, 
with a modern building and an ade- 
quate teaching force, commensurate 
with the best advantages that are 


‘provided for our urban population.” 


IMMIGRATION—"“We have limit- 
el our amount of immigration in order 
that the people who live here, whether 
of native or foreign origin, might 
continue to enjoy the economic ad- 
vantages of our country, that there 
might not be any lowering of the 
standards of our existence, that Amer- 


‘jea might remain American.” 


CHILD WELFARE—"We bave 
submitted an amendment to the na- 
tional constitution designed to pro- 
tect the child life of the nation from 
the unwarranted imposition of toil, 
that it might have greater opportuni- 
ty for enlightenment.” 

THE GREATER TOMORROW— 
“We are not yet free, but we are 
struggling to become free economical- 
ly, socially, politically and spiritual- 
ly. The economic and moral waste of 
ignorance will little longer be toler- 
ated. The power of evil is being 
broken. The power of the truth is 
reasserting itself. The declaration of 
independence is continuing to justify 
itself.” 

President Coolidge’s education 
speech to the national convention's 
editors on thig Fourth of July, 1924, 
calls to mind Richard Hovey's fine 
lines: 


“Here's to the greater tomorrow 
hat is born of a great today.”

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Six-Cylinder Busses 
Conquer Steep Hills 
Of New JerseyRoutes 


_ With the strides made recently in 
the design of modern busses, this 
latest development in the present-day 
transportation system is now afford- 
ing service to communities formerly 
considered beyond the reach of motor 
busses because of the severity of road 
conditions. 

Northern New Jersey, for instance, 
presented a problem to bus operators 
because the steep hills and severe 
grades handicapped operation. Climb- 
ing these jiills in low or intermediate 
gear meant a slow and noisy journey. 

The introduction of speedy, high- 
powered, six-cylinder busses has 
changed «ll this. 

In cne locality, for example, a fleet 
of six-cylinder Pierce-Arrow motor 
busses, operated by A. A. Lydecker 
serves a group of northern New Jer- 
sey towns. These busses, of which 
there are five, climb the long hills 
swiftly and silently. The engines Je- 
velop more than 100 horsepower and 
run as smoothly as a touring car en- 
gine. These busses are capable of 
maintaining a speed of from 45 to 50 
miles an hour, if desired. This high 
rate of speed is not used, of course, 
but it means that at normal speeds of 
from 25 to 35 miles an hour, the en- 
gine is not being strained to the limit. 

Another feature of these modern 
busses is their comfortable riding 
qualities. They are low hung and 
stable. There is no sidesway or 
careening.

000,000 Jews. They have been 
hounded and persecuted.

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S long as she lived the late 

Eleonora Duse, the great

But Duse dead is proving capable 
of a revenge such as the living woman 
never achieved.

D’Annunzio’s son and close friends 
of his have thought that they might 
free- him from his present state of 
desperate despondency and mental 
inactivity if they could separate him 
from the mystericus beauty who for a 
long time has been installed in his 
villa. But he will not permit any- 
thing of the kind. 

“She is the one woman who can 
inspire my genius,’”’ he is said to 
have declared, ‘‘and | must have. her 
by my side as long as I live.”

except to a few of his intimates. But

Eleonora Duse_ played in 
many tragedies, but none of them 
was more remarkable than the one 
which filled her life after she fell, 
just as so many other brilliant and 
beautiful women have done, under 
the d’Annunzio spell. 

Duse was one of millions of vic- 
tims her life’s tragedy claimed. The 
whole world suffered through the 
damage to her artistry that followed 
her broken hearted disillusionment.

UT the same war that almost 
lifted D’Annunzio back to his 
old pedestal carried Duse down: to 
new depths of suffering. The last 
of her already sadly impaired fortune 


vanished in unfortunate German in- 
vestments. In her old age she was 
forced to emerge from her retirement 
and undertake a theatrical tour of 
Europe and America. It was either 
that or the poorhouse and as every- 
body knows, the ordeal killed her. 

During all her years of suffering 
Duse never wrote or was heard to 
speak one word of resentment against 
D'’Annunzio. She was heard to speak 
his name only once. ‘This was during 
the war, when he was being lauded 
for some sensational. foolhardy avia- 
tion feat. 


“D’Annunzio Is a_ brave 
said Duse feclingly. 

When friends urged her to be re- 
venged on him and make a fortune 
for herself by publishing her memoirs 
she steadfastly refused. 

The Duse soul was a noble one. 
Deeply wounded as her sensitive, 
shrinking nature was by his faithless- 
ness, she cherised to the end a deep 
respect and admiration for his genius 

If she had lived it is not at all lm- 
probable that she would have con- 
sented to appear in a new play by 
him. His collossal egotism would not 
have hesitated to offer to write one 
for her if he thought it would en- 
hance his fame, 

Since Duse’s death many eminent 
critics are declaring that nothing 
D’Annunzio has ever given the world 
can eventually campensate for what 
he robbed it of when he forced Duse 
from the stage.

Opportunity Survey 
Made by Alliance. 


Dr. Orrie Hatcher, president of the 
Southern Woman's Educational alli- 
ance, declares: 

“Women seeking to find well-paid 
work in which there is unlimited fu- 


ture advancement might find it in 
Atlanta in the broad field of advertis- 
ing, architecture and commercial art. 
This fact has recently been determined 
by the alliance in the occupational 
survey of Atlanta which is now being 
made. ‘The various fields of women’s 
have been alphabetically ar- 
“A” lines proved fruit- 
ful of suggestions. The plan being 
used is to approach the leading per- 
sons or firms who might employ wom- 
en and the advertising experts in the 
city have declared that sex was no bar 
to advancement in that special line, 
but that women make excellent copy- 
writers, solicitors and advertising 
managers. There are not many such 


/ women in Atlanta, however, and there 


are even fewer women architects. In 
some phases of architecture such as 


home building, women could be trained 


to do the work which would soon 


_excel the work of men in the same 
line, and one of Atlanta’s most prom- 


inent architects freely expressed a 
wish for trained women both in the 
drafting and building departments of 
his office. He declared that such 
women would have an equal chance 
for advancement with men, but com- 
plained that women were not appar- 
ently seeking architectural work in 
the south.

Only elev- 
en of this number had decided what 
they wished to do, the 35 who decided 
to be teachers had “followed the line 
of least resistance’ and might have 
done as well or better in any other 
line of service. The five graduates 
who did not want ‘to teach might 
eventually become acceptable teachers, 
but it is safe to predict that they 
would never give the*same sort of in- 
terest or enthusiasm to the work as 
they might give to some other which 
would appeal to some special, inherent 
quality within themselves. Each one 
of this five, as well as many other col- 
lege and high school graduates, could 


be greatly helped by judicious voca- | 


tional guidance such ag the alliance 
is well equipped to give. 

“The one graduate who wished to 
enter the business world was vague 
as to the line of business she would 
undertake; here, too, direction and 
guidance would prove helpful not only 
to the young woman herself but the 
possible employer she might acquire. 


“Vocational guidance, like education 


a

itself, actually pays in dollars and 
cents because it brings the right per: 
son to the right work. College grad- 
uates, especially in the south, are not 
yet familiar enough with the various 
opportunities open to them to be able 
to judge where they may procure the 
best returns for the service they give. 
Because of this lack of familiarity 
with economic and industrial 
tions they turn to teaching because it 
is the one field they do know. But 
there are many other wage- 
earning avenues for women, 
and when these are ~>hbetter' un- 
derstood and more generally used 
through the efforts of the 
Woman's Educational alliance, it 
believed that an important step to- 
ward improved conditions in the busi- 
ness world will have been taken.”
